The Establishment in Yonkers. 

At the time of the marriage they lived 
at 93 Hudson terrace, Yonkers, having 

there from Haftford in March, 
ousehold consisted of the 
aged widow a two young men, Saint 
Cyr and Robert\B. Swem. The youns 
men were generally supposed to be com- 
panions or adopted sons. to the servants 
“the” boys”. were known is “Mister

Mrs. Redfield died from pneumonia at 
the Waldorf-Astoria Hotél, Jan. 1, 1915. 
Her first husband was Henry Alexander 
Redfield, president of the Phoenix Na- 
tional Bank of Hartford. Redfield had 
said that his wife’s estate would be 
worth nearly a million dollars, but after 
her death it was discovered that the 
amount.she could dispose of by will waa 
only $300,000. About $400,000, from which 
she enjoyed the income during her life- 
time, passed to the Redficia family. 

The World and the Post-Dispatch have 
not been able to learn of any way in 
which Saint Cyr could habe become in. 
dependently wealthy, outside of what he 
inherited \under his -wife’s will, as his 
friends have declared him to be, Aa re- 
siduary legatee he has received securi.

Drops Several Bombs in the Out-

BERLIN, via London, Jan. 31.—The at- 
tacks by German Zeppelins on Paris Sat- 
urday and. Sunday nights were in re- 
prisals for the French air raid on Frei- 
burg last week, army headquarters an- 
nounced today. 


PARIS, Jan. 31;—Several bombs were 
dropped by the Zeppelin which flew 
over the outskirts of Paris last night, 
but they produced no such deadly ef- 
fect as in the raid of Saturday night, 
when 24 persons were killed and Z# 
wounded. The official press bureau 
gave out the following this morning: 

“A German dirigible set out in the 
direction of Paris, where it arrived soon 
after 10 p. m It Was bombarded by 
our special batteries and attacked by 
our aeroplanes. Before returning north- 
ward it dropped a number of bombs, 
which, according to news so far, did no 
damage.” : 

Three bombs fell on. a piece of waste 
ground and three others in a field. Those 
in the field did riot sink deep in the 
soil. They were covered with a cotton- 
like substance which burst into flame. 

The Matin. says that it has received 
information from the Postmaster of one 
of the places over which the Zeppelin 
passed that a number of bombs were 
a together. The inference is 
drawn that the Germans, seeing them- 
selves threatened by French aeroplanes, 
decided to loose all their bombs at once. 

Five French aeroplanes engaged the 
Zeppelin which Saturday night dropped 
bombs on the city with deadly effect. 

One of two machines which were 
armed with cannon opened an inténse 
firé on the Zeppelin, which probably was 
hit but not badly damaged. 

For 68 minutes the chase continued, 
machine guns being freély used on both 
sides, Thirty French aeroplanes had 
been searching the‘remote air regions 
above Paris for the raider, for whose 
appearance warning had been given. By 
the time it had veached the edge of one 
of the old quarters of the city several 
of the airmen were able to make out its 
pale yellow shape 14,000 feet from the 
earth. , 

Parisians had been warned half an 
hour before by fire engines rushing 
through the streets trumpeting the call 
known as “stand to arms.” The. elec- 
tric streét lights went out and police- 
men cautioned careless householders to 
close their shutters and darken their 
windows immediately. 

The first bomb fell into a street, 
crushing through into the subway, but 
injuring no one. 

One of the missiles fell on an isolated 
house occupied by a single family. The 
building was bisected, one end being 
demolished and its occupants hurled far 
out thto an open lot and killed. The 
other end of the house was cut off 
sharply and a bedroom on the second 
floor was left intact with its occupants 
uninjured, 

In a more populous quarter a bomb 
struck a six-story apartment building 
occupied by the families of working 
men, cutting it in two on the line of the 
corner of the kitchens from garret to 
cellar, burying 10 persons under the 
debris of the central part of the struc- 
ture. 

Another bomb destroyed a modest 
two-story dwelling, Killing a man and 
his wife, but only slightly injuring their 
four children. The 62-year-old chief? of 
the Gobelins Telephone office died from 
fright the moment he learned of the 
Zeppelin raid. Several members of the 
Petitjean family were celebrating the 
teturn of a souave on leave of absence. 
A bomb fell .on the buflding, destroying 
it and ‘killing the entire family,. includ- 
ing the souave. 

Altogether a-dozen bombs weighing 
about 600 pounds each were dropped. One

MISSING A WEEK 


Brother Makes Offer for Woman 
‘Who Mysteriously. Disappeared 
From County Sanitarium. 


| A reward of $1000 was offered today 
for the discovery of Mrs. Jessie For- 
rester Foliette, who disappeared a week 
ago yesterday from the Glenwood San- 


itarium at Glendale, St. Louis County, 
where she had been receiving treat- 
ment for a nervous breakdown. The 
reward was offered by her brother, Ar- 
thur D. Forrester of Kirkwood, who 
said it would be paid whether she is 
found dead or alive. 

Not the slightest trace of the missing 
woman has been found and the search- 
ers have no clew to work on, Miss Ha- 
zel Morrill of 26 South Elm street, Kirk- 
wood, a niece of Mrs, Follette, said to. 
tay. 

Fear Death by Exposure, 

It is feared by ‘the woman’s relatives 
that she wandered far away from the 
sanitarium and has met death from ex- 
posure in the severe weather of the last 
week. 

Last Friday and Saturday the woods 
in the vicinity of Glendale were searched 
minutely, The searchers also investi- 
gated the statement of a boy who said 
he saw a woman board an eastbound 
Meramec Highlands car at a small 
stream near Glendale the Sunday morn- 
ing Mrs. Follette disappeared. The con- 
ductor of this car was found in St. 
Louis yesterday, but he said he re- 
membered the woman only vaguely and 
‘ould not say what she looked like or 
where she got off. 

Mrs. Follette had been a patient in 
ine sanitarium about four months and 
was considered almost cured. She had 
been told she probably would be dis- 
charged in a few weeks. She had zone 
out for a customary morning walk about 
the grounds when she disappeared. 

Husband Alds in Search. 

Her husband is Walter L. Follette, a 
contractor, who was at Joliet, Ill., when 
she disappeared. He has been aiding 
in the search for her. Mrs. Follette’s 
mother, Mrs. Annie Forrester, 72 years 
old, living in Kirkwood, has not been 
told of her daughter’s disappearance. 
It is feared that the shock would prove 
fatal to the frail mother.

Eugene J. Sullivan, Mrs. Mot#’s broth- 


ér-in-law, who received a letter from 
Dr. Mohr in 1908, in which the physician 


udniitted the validity of their marriage, 
identified the letter which waa intro- 
cuced at the trial Saturday. Sullivan 


said he went with Mrs. Mohr to her 


wother’s home at Taunton, Mass., about 
the time it was written and that “she 
had a discolored eye.” 

“Afterward I met Dr. Mohr,” the wit- 


ness testified, ‘and asked him what the 


trouble was between Elizabeth and nim- 
self. The doctor said Mrs. Mohr had 
teen accusing him of going arvund 
with other women.” 


Mrs. Ella Hogan of McEwansville, Pa., 
Dr. Mohr’s sister, testified that while 
Mrs. Mohr was at her home in Me- 
Fiwansville in June, 1915, she read a letter 
Mrs. Mohr ‘received from George W. 
Healis, Dr. Mohr’s negro chauffeur, in 
which the doctor’s movements were dis- 
cussed. 


“Did Mrs. Mohr ®ver say if she loved 


her husband?” 

“She did. She told me that she prayed 
every day for peace and to become rec- 
onciled with the doctor.” : 


Gustav D. Mohr of McEwansville, Dr. 


Mohr’s brother, corroborated Mrs. Ho- 
enn’s testimony in many details.

Mohr shortly before Mrs. Mohr arrived}. 


at McEwansville, in June, 1915, was pro- 
auced, It read: 

“I hear Mrs. Mohr ts going down to 
see you, Now, you can do as you like 
oSbout the matter, but she is no good 
and never will be.

The Colonel! at times departed from the 
text of his carefully prepared remarks 
and indulged in spirited interpolation. 
At one time, striding to the footlights, 
he waved a woman’s picture high above 
nis head and with all the power of 
declamation at his trained command, 
cried: 

“This is the picture of a Philadelphia 
woman who, with her six young chil- 
dren, was lost on the Lusitania. I do 
not feel like jesting much about the 
honor of a nation that will take no 
action, save elocution, for the murder 
of a woman like this and of children 
like these.’’ 

Again, when Mexico was under the 
hammer of his eloquence, the Colonel 
advanced with another exhibit in his up- 
raised hand. It was not a picture, this 
time, but a bundle of legal-looking doc- 
uments. 

“A couple of weeks ago,” he said, ‘TI 
received a long memorial from the citi- 

zens of El Paso, who sad they did not 
know how to put before the American 
Fublic the facts of. Mexican outrage. I 
will read you a few of the documents 
from El Paso. They are affidavits by 
Dr. Mill-r, giving an account of his 
post mortem examination of the 13 
Americans who were murdered in Mex.- 
ico a fortnight ago.’’:

I cannot give you all the details—

Active Shares Drop One to Four 
Points; President’s Speech 
a Cause.

Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 


Post, in its copyrighted financial re- 
view today, says: 

“There was no reason whatever to 
doubt that today’s sharp break on the 
Stock Exchange was primarily a result 
of President Wilson's remarks of Sat-,; 
urday, on the dangers with which the 
Relogr se States is immediately threatened 
by the War. The President certainly said 
nothing but what a good many other 
men, in and out of Wall street, have 
been saying on occasion during the past 
six months, but it was the fact that ho 
chose this moment to say it, and that he 
said it with a seemingly ominous em- 
phasis, ‘which upset the stock market 
equilibrium. 

“The statements at Cleveland that 
there is no man in the United States 
who knows what a single day-—yes, or 
hour—will oi ing | to us, and that you 
must be ready if necessary to maintain’ 
your honor, were made in a manner 
which would ordinarily convince the 
public that an extremely critical mo- 
ment was at hand. 

“The Stock Exchange responded to this 
incident of the day with a decline in 
opening prices ranging from one-half to 
one point in active stocks, and by ua 
subsequent further decline of 1 per cent’ 
or thereabouts in the early hours. It 
was, however, somewhat difficult to de- 
termine exactly to what extent this 
weakness (which occurred on the basis 
of heavy selling) was a sign of actual! 
misgivifig or consternation, and how far 
it was merely the utilizing of an avail- 
able influence tp press the recent move- 
ment against prices somewhat further,
